The Supreme Court ruled for 
the first time yesterday that the 
Constitution’s free speech guaran­ 
tee does not mean the right to 
mail or distribute obscenities. It 
upheld the constitutionality of the 
federal ohscenity-in-the-mail sta­ 
tute and state laws of California 
and New York barring various 
forms of obscene m atter.
